1830 at a birthday banquet held in honor of Mr. Jefferson, then 
deceased, Mr. Haynes the senator from South Carolina, in 
toasting, referred with stirring words the spirit of South Caro- 
lina in her desire to withdraw from the federal dovaenian’.” 

“Fn 1831, a French Scholar and publicist, Alexis de Tocque- 

‘bille, came to the United States. He became interested in the 
study of the machinery of the government and as a result wrote 
his famous treatise on "Democracy in America." He predicted the 
"inevitable separation" of the North and the South after his 
study of existing conditions. 

In 1831, a battle waged in South Carolina between the 
nullifiers and the anfinullifiers. The nullifiers enlisted the 
power of the press, held rallies, mass meetings and public banquets 
and sent out appeals to her sister states in the South. On the 


4th of July, they met at Charleston, South Carolina, with bands

The whole queation of a high protective tarizf was put in 
issue in the presidential canvass of the year 1832. The long seasion 
of Congrese of that year was occupied by the friends ef the systen 
and they brought forth to the best adventaze all of ite points, and 
taking ite fate upen the iseue of the eleetion. That issue was 
against the system of tariff, and thus the fate of the American aystem 
wat pemled, Ite dominetion in the federal lecielation was to cease. 
This was acknowledgeé on all hands and it wae neturally expected that 
all ef the atates, satisfied with the ayatem, would be ready to gee 
ite speeiy and regular extinetion under the legislation ef the 
approaching session of Congress, That expectation was Si servotatad 
in one cingle state--that of South Carolina, Ghe had held aloof from 
the presidestial eleetion, and did nothing to ald in the election of 
General Jackeon, Instead of quisting her apprehensions and moderating 
her pasglen for violent remedics, the success of the election seemed to 
Anflase them; and on the 24th of November, 1432, she issued her ordinance 
of nullifiestion to the Federal government, Resolutions were passed 
foclaring the tariffs of 1828, 1832, null and void.”

In the Annual Register of the history of Europe, published 
in London, 1832(9.406) is the following prediction of the conditions 
of the United States;

The Saints appealed to Daniel Dunklin, the gevernor of 
the state, for redress, Hie reply proalsed thes protection and 
aévieed them t resort te the courte for damages. Joseph ordered 
that none should leave the country and on the fifth of October, 
1833, the Salnte at independence received tie foliowlag word from 
the authorities ef the ehurch et Kirtland.

etated, Thus the modern view points to the future for the waste 
places of Zion to be rebuilt, “Zion shall yet be eetablighed on 
the chosen site." 

Thie discussion of the prophecies of Gion from the year 

1833 to the present time hae ehown « declded conceptual enlarge. 
ment, Enlergement ef the term cion was due to the continued 
movement of the Salnte from one locality to another. Prophecies 
show that in 1833 “ion meant Independence, HKissourl. But after 
the Saints were aériven from Independ enee, the meaning Gion broad 
ened “until the day cometh when there im no more reom for them, 
then I have other

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The evidence ae presented in the previous discussions 


hae shown Joseph Smith's sbllity to predict events by interpret- 


ing correctly the information known at a particular tise, ‘The 
prophecies, in thie thesis, have not been “beyond the power of 
human sageeity to discern or to ouleulate." In fast, the evidence 
presented in thie work indileates that these prophecies were uttered 
ae & Pemlt of known facte which lead to predictions. In order 
to further substantiate this conclusion, there are instances to 
Show that Joseph faith wer unable to predict in the absence of 
euch information. 

| in 1834, Joseph war at Liberty Prieon, Clay County, 
biieeouri, on one of the many ¢harges that hie enesier had brought 
agginet him. The fainte at this time had been driven from their 
homer at Independence and, without their leader, they were at 


a lord to know where to go to teok new homes. In 411 af their 


previous experiences with persecution, they had depended upon the 


predictiona of Joseph Smith to guide them, Now, eat this desperate 
time, tiey were left alone, without his coungel, 
ag they hed been driven from 4ion--the land of their 
inherit ance~-it wae very neceswary for them to know whet they 
should do, 
| Joseph Smith's anewer to his striken people reads as 
follows: 


How, brethren, concerning the places for the 
lecation of the Saints, we cannot counsel you as we 
eould if we were present with you; and ae to the thinga 
that were written heretofore, we do not consider then 
anything very binding; therefore, we now say ones and 
for all, that we think 1t most proper that the general 
affaire of the church which le necessary to be done, while 
your hunable servant remaine in bondage, should be transe 
aeted by a seneral conferensee of the moet faithful and the

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moet rerpeotable of the authorities of the church; and a- 
minute of thore traneactions be kept and forwarded from 
‘time to time tes your most huable servant; ane if there 
should be any corrections by the word of the Lord they shall 
be freely tranemitted and your humble servant will approve 
ali thinge whatsoever is acceptable unto God, If anything 
phould have been eugmerted by us, or any noses mentioned, 
except by comaundment, or thue sayeth the Lerd, we do not 
consider it binding; therefore, our hearts shall not grisve 
if different arrangments should be entered inte.”

4 prediction, necersary for the guidence of the saints, 
war in the above statement. Joreph Smith admite his inability te 
give his people counsel because he war not present to know the 


facts, After they had sent ruffielent infermetion to hin, he could

recounized that God war ellest, for he anid: 


: "Oh God, where art Thou? How long shall Thy hand 
be etayed and Thine eye behold from the aternal heavens

During the year 1833 when the faints in Independence 








were so harassed by mobs, Joseph Saith sent « letter of cheer 

to them from Kirtland, Ohio, In thir letter, Dated the sth of 
Cesember, 1933, he acknowledged his inability to know, "why 

God hae suffered so great » ealeaity te some upon Sion.” &

their welfare, 4 eommaninent war very necetrary to them but Joseph 


foith's enewer to thelr plear read as followr:

destinies of all people are in the hand of a just God,” 

4& the close of this same 





letter, Joseph uttered a 
prayer for the unhapoy faints in Missouri: 


"Oh, my God, Thou who hast oalled and chosen 
a few through Thy weak instrument, by commandsent and 
sent them to Missouri, 4 place which Thou didét call 
Zion--I agk Thee in the name of Jesuw christ, to 
return Thy people unto their houses and their 
inherit ances,*

ficient knowledge of the Weat for a kingdom of refuge from bheir 
enentex, and the necessity of soon leaving their homes for a
